T o r o n t o , Ont., Jan. 
7 .—The most 
disastrous fire th a t has taken place in 
T oronto in many years broke out in 
the (‘lobe new spaper building, south­ 
w est corner of Yonge and M elinda 
streets, early yesterday m orning, and 
before it could be got under control 
the 
Globe 
building 
and 
half a 
dozen 
buildings 
adjoining 
had 
been 
destroyed, 
causing 
a 
loss 
aggregating 
about 
$1,000,000. 
In 
addition one firemen lost his life, and 
several other fireman were injured, 
some of them possibly fatally. 
At 3:30 o’clock the n ig h t w atchm an 
of the Globe building opened the door 
of the boiler room and flames a t once 
leaped out. 
He rang in an alarm , but 
w hen the firemen reached the scene 
the
